I write this pending; learning liov; to^ddress you so tliat , when I do, I can mail 
tldbs immediately. I begin by telling you a little a put myself and about my purposes. 

It seems to be a fair assumption from what Gerald Posner uses in his mistitled book that 
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you arc not familiar with ray Work and if by now you have road his trash you still know 
no tiling about it. 

I am past 80, have been in precarious health since 1975, and being limited in 
wliat I am now able to do I decided some time ago that the best use I can make of the 
time that remains for me is to try to perfect the record for history relating to two in 
particular of our political msassination, the two in which my work lias not been duplicated 
by anyone. I am the only one of those ^riting in tho field who does not and never did 
engage in idle theorising in my sarosiseven published books. (Sorry, my typing cannot 
jjbe any better.) ny work is entirely factual and comes almost exclusively from the 
records of wliat I regard a3 the official mythology, fynot only made as diligent a study 
of the Commission's published and unpublished records tliat was possible for me, I mqde 
early and t;: tensive use of tho Freedom of Inf ormaT* i oy/i\c t to get withheld records relating 
to tin. JFK and king assassination. In all I filed about a dozen lawsuits and obtained 
about a Vlird of a million pages of records, mostly relating to the JFkjase, about 250, 000 
of thorn. Gome of those lawsuits were precedental and one, the yield of which }qpu well have 
used, led t. the 1974 amending of the investigatory files exemption. I have always regarded 
those of us who toe the Act as surrogates for the .people and have always made them 
available to all writing in the field. 

Gome time ago I Arranged with local //ood College, a fine small one here in Frederick, 
for them ty accept all 1 liave and males it all available freely to all others. This is 
recorde in the courthouse here. There was no quid pro quo and I also refused to ceil what 
1 give Hood. In 3 hort, m®t inteeest lias never been commercial. 



To begin with I had no choice in this because e±he ay first boric, which xs was 

‘die first book on the Warren ho port , could not be published commercially. When tliat was 

without question I opened the subject up by publishing it myself. I'-ve lived with the 

Wordsworthian cr/CSe, of being the first, ever since. And while like right now, it means 

I ^tave no agent and no publisher, on balance I prefer the complete freedom it gives me. 

Because I ant the only one to liave done tills work from 11/22/63 on and because of 

tlu nature of the work I've done, I smd all tho time possible in my fi’ort to perfect 
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the record for liistory because when I die I much tliat I know will never be known again, 

and this is troublesome. ,Xt is not a boast at all. If y- u want to get appraisals of me 
and of my work, thre processors can give you honest and informed answer^; 'David Wrone,

Posner mioro presented his bool: when he was here. In liis book his seemingly full 
aclmowledgement is not that and it ono of the r as on tliat as soon asl found how he refer- 
red to you I was led to believe tliat lie presented as liis own work wliat had to bo your 
work, In this and more importantly in other ways, ,1 regard liis as the most knowingly, in- 
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tendedly dislionet book in a field in which tliat is no small accomplishment# 
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Since tho limitations imposed upon me by my health made meaningful access to my 
ov/n records close to impossiblo for me and because I did not want to Jeopardize the 
reputation of my previous books rather than write, until last year, I annotated mgSy of 
’lio bad books for Wronc. So he could use them no./ and have them for the hiatorical record, 

Dy cpincidonco Wrone and several other professor* friends were here when Random 
hon e advanced the pub date of Posner* 3 book, Wcone remained v/hen the others left^ to 
work in ray files, (the occasion was the award of honorary doctorates to my wife and me 
for the work we liave done by hood,) When the USITews caipe I drove VI rone to get one and 
did not get one for rnsyelf because I believed thay reading the book would be all f need do, 
WDone worked for a few days in Wasliington, IIo returned with two copies of the book, telling 
me had liad read enough to be ^rtain I should read it promptly, (I had earlier declined to 
see if the book was in tho local stores because Poaner had told me he*d liave RH send me 
one as soon as possible. It lias not yet arrived! > But again, I annotated the book as I read 
it. Until I came to what I reconciled as a cle<ir plagiarism. Checking proved that to bea 
so. With all the many dishonesties I had observed by then, that decided mo to write the 
rough fir aft of a book. If it is not published it will bo a more careful and detailed rec- 
ord for our history. I am well into it, with about 30,000 words in r ought drafi. *rom this 
you can seo it is literally rough! 

It ia for tliis project, whether it is published as a book or whether it is but a 
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record for liis/ory, tliat I^rite you seeing information. 

I do not need a video of your presentation to ABA if there is a transcript but if 
tliero is a video to spare I’d like to deposit tliat at hood now, so students can use it, 

I would like confirmation that the wor/(f you did as for ABA and any conditions, pur- 
posos, etc,, like showing lawyers v/liat can bo done with modern technology. 

I understand that you did bith sides, v/liaf^Posner hides carefully, I jao 1 more 
interested inthat side tlian in the one he U 30 d. Particularly if any of your people made 
any public comment after liis book began to got the groat attention arranged for it. I do 
understand tliat there was such comment and from wliat I've been told about it, is± it is 
of real interest, 

Posner is so careful to ld.de everything that doe.^ot indicate this wort is i)u. 
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I ask if lie obtained your permission before he U3ecl -anytldng at all, whether there was 
onyjf undeiv tending of any kind if ho did, and if he did not obatm permission* If he 
sought or got permission, I'd like to know when, especially if that can be related to 
public announcement of the ALA. program ebr that your work would be used there. 

I understand Jour presentations were aired on Court cable TV* (We do not have cable) 
Several tings* in fact* Was W7 of tliat prior to the bohlc's appearance? 

In general, I'll appreciate any iiiforination of .any kind that you canjend me* 

What I now say is not intedded to be unfriendly* Hatlier is it a caution that 
may at so::e future point be important to you and the survival of your business* (i think 
I could make out a case tliat Posner and RII liave hurt your business and your reputation, 
which is important personally and professionally.) 

I know of ydiur presentarion only what Posner Cribbed, I think, and U3es* Without 
regard to wliat the other side could present in court, from this alone I can make the most 
subtan tr(il criticisms, I think, and they would get to the very basis of your work. It is 
clear tjjat the readily available and in these instances dependable official information 
was ignored in what is absolutely basic to that undertaking* I do not know what sources 
. ou used but I do know what is in the official inf ormation*I am sugg sting that a real- 
life op* onent could question the inlT egrity and the honesty of that project* 

In short, I believe you selected the worst of possible subjects for your demon- 
stration and believe that/.s a prac ic 1 matter it was not possble for you to evaloite 
wliatcver sourdes you did use* Otlier than my own boos and two others that aref fine but m 
much more limited, just about every book of ufoich you could know is seriously; faulted. 
Gkr.ow how this sounds so if you wonder, ask the professors* They all teach courses in 



the po3dtics of assassination* 

because wliat 1 hope you will anjeil will be a permanent deposit at Hood College, I 
hope you willfee to it that each item bears your identification as its source.
